The Notification states that there is no documentation that identifies a third inventor in the 
application. In a conversation with Ms. Charitta A. Burt, applicant was informed that there is an 
unexplained discrepancy between the identification of inventors for the United States in the International 
Application and the inventors as identified in the Declaration filed by applicant with the Response to 
Notification of Missing Requirements.
